While at San Quentin the Judge 
talked with Abe Ruef who said that 
ho believed every judge 
should 
be 
made to spend thirty days in a state 
risen so that he would know what 
Ind of a place It wits, 
This Interview inspired Deputy Sher­ 
iff A. K. CraVath to write a communi­ 
cation concerning the 
penal 
system. 
His communication accompanies an 
article written by Hal. R. Wood, who 
was recently sent to San Quentin to 
serve a flve-ycar sentence 
Wood’s

interesting. 
There should be mr de, however, this 
statem ent.

prison, 
which should be fitted up in a way to 
Cive tim inmates a way to come out 
better citizens than they w'ere when] 
they went in. 
Second, one of the 
older 
prisons j 
should be used for second timers, tint 
not what is known among officers asj 
men with bad records; also all crim­ 
inals of first offense, but whose sen-1 
tonnes were for ten years or more.

Third, there should be a prison for] 
all old-timers, bad record men. those 
whom officers call old offenders or pro­ 
fessional criminals.

may some tim e In the future sit upon 
that judge’s bench and pass judgment 
upon some of their fellow-beings, or 
schoolmates, or.

hearts by strong iron bars which no

ELOW la the full text of the United States note to Germany dealing 
with the aea-tragedy of the Lusitania, and outlining the policy which 
this country will m aintain toward such sea warfare as carried on by 
Germany:

In conclusion, G erm any’s atten tio n is called

It is m ade plain th at the U nited S ta te s will leave 
nothing undone, eith er in diplom atic re p re sen tatio n s or other ac­ 
tion, to obtain a com pliance by G erm any to the req u est m ade. 


The note throughout is couched in friendly tones, but is unmistakably 
firm. 
By the suggestion that German submarine com m anders must have 
misunderstood their instructions or that the German governm ent could 
not have intended to destroy innocent lives, room is given for a disavowal 
by Germany of the practices in the war zone and an assurance that future 
attacks will be prohibited.
